Currently,  I 
am  a  graduate  student  in  Deaf  Education  program  at  McDaniel  College  (formally 
known  as  Western  Maryland  College)  in  Westminster,  Maryland.  I  would  like  to 
introduce  myself.  I  am  from  Bangkok,  Thailand;  this  is  located  in  the  Southeast 
Asia.  I  was  bom  hearing  in  a  hearing  family  and  lost  my  residual  hearing  when  I 
was  7  years  old.  Even  with  my  residual  hearing  loss,  I  attended  hearing  schools  all 
the  way  to  high  school.  There  were  no  interpreters  and  notetakers  available  at  that 
time.  When  I  was  18  years  old,  I  lost  my  hearing  again  in  my  right  ear.  Shortly 
after  my  hearing  loss,  my  family  decided  to  move  to  Chicago,  Illinois. 

This  is  where  I  started  to  learn  about  American  Sign  Language,  Deaf 
culture  and  its  community.  My  hobbies  are  cooking  (actually  I  used  to  work  as  a 
chef  in  a  Thai  restaurant  when  I  lived  in  Chicago),  reading  books  and  magazines, 
and  learning  how  to  use  different  computer  programs.  I  recently  started  learning  how  to  knit.  I  earned  my  Bachelor 
of  Arts  specializing  in  Interior  Design  from  Columbia  College  at  Chicago,  Illinois  in  1993.  After  my  graduation,  I 
went  back  to  Bangkok,  Thailand  to  find  a  job.  I  worked  as  an  interior  designer  for  3  years.  Around  that  time  in 
1997, 1  had  an  opportunity  to  visit  Sethsatian  School  for  the  Deaf  in  Bangkok,  Thailand  and  met  Beverly  Buchanan 
who  also  graduated  from  Western  Maryland  College.  She  introduced  me  to  their  Deaf  Education  Program.  I 
volunteered  in  her  English  classes  for  a  year.  I  began  to  realize  that  being  a  teacher  would  be  an  interesting  and 
challenging  position  for  me.  In  2000,  I  returned  to  America  to  pursue  my  Masters  Degree  in  Deaf  Education  at 
McDaniel  College.  After  one-and-a-half  years  in  graduate  school,  my  college  required  me  to  do  practicum  at  a 
school  that  promotes  bilingual  philosophy. 

I  met  Professor  Eddy  Laird,  and  he  introduced  to  Indiana  School  for  the  Deaf.  Finally,  I  am  here  at  ISD.  I 
am  eager  and  excited  to  learn  more  about  bilingual  education  and  am  looking  forward  to  meeting  all  of  ISD  staff  and 
students.  I  am  very  impressed  with  all  of  the  ISD  staff  and  students.  I  want  to  express  my  appreciation  to  Bob 
Kovatch,  Glenda  Zmijewski,  David  Geeslin  and  all  of  teachers  who  are  giving  me  this  wonderful  opportunity  to 
learn  about  ISD.

Exploring  the  Indiana 
school  for  the  Deaf

Founded  in  1843  its  an  educa¬ 
tional  haven  for  the  state’s  deaf 
students*  the  Indiana  School  for  the 
Deaf  consists  of  a  mix  of  beautifully 
restored  historic  landmarks  and 
abandoned  buildings  with  renovation 
potential.  The  complex  of  buildings 
at  the  school  is  a  treasure  to  the 
administration  and  students  — 
it  serves  as  a  testi¬ 
mony  to  the  school's 
founders  and  a 
promise  to  each 
student  who  passes 
through  its  doors. 

Originally  locat  ed 
on  Washington 
Street  between 
Capitol  Avenue  and 
Illinois  Street,  the 
school  litis  found  its 
irmanent  home  on 
Jnd  Street  across 
ifom  the  Indiana 
State  Fairgrounds. 

The  80-acre 
campus  was  once  a 
farm.  In  fact,  in  the 
school's  early  years, 
portions  of  the 
grounds  were  used 
as  pasture  for  graz¬ 
ing  dairy  coVys, 
which,  supplied  the 
school's  milk.  Apple, 
peach  and  cherry 
orchards  — -  w  hich 
once  supplemented 
students’  diets  — 

auditorium 


have  been  replaced  by  the  athletic 
grounds.  While  the  school  has  under¬ 
gone  some  serious  updates  in  the 
past  169  years,  a  nostalgic  drive  info 
the  campus  on  the  winding,  tree- 
shaded  Jess  Smith  Boulevard  lakes 
you  back  in  time. 

The  driveway  leads  to  one  of 
the  original  buildings  of  the  school,

Alumni  Hall.  Tills 
Neo-Classical 
building  was 
built  in  1907  as 
one  part  of  a 
quadrangle  of 
buildings  on  the 
campus.  Alumni 
Mall  is  the 
anchor  of  the 
quadrangle  arid 
makes  an  impos¬ 
ing  first  impres¬ 
sion  with  its 
full-width  portico 
arid  six  Ionic 
columns  support¬ 
ing  an  impressive 
pediment.  Renovated  in  1981.  the  inte¬ 
rior  of  Alumni  Hall  features  lowered 
ceilings  and  original  woodwork  and 
coat  racks.  Tliis  building,  which  houses 
high  school  and  middle  school  class¬ 
rooms  and  the  school’s  museum,  also 
has  an  intact  auditorium  with  perfectly 
preserved  plaster  ornamentation 
around  the  stage. 

While  the  grandeur  of  Alumni  Hall 
is  still  intact,  the  second  portion  of 
the  quadrangle,  Simpson  Hall  (once 
the  girl’s  dormitory)  now  stands  shut¬ 
tered  and  silent  since  condemned 
with  asbestos  in  1982.  This  is  one  of 
tire  buildings  the  school  hopes  to  ren¬ 
ovate  in  the  near  future,  especially  as 
it  is  one  of  the  more  decorative  struc¬ 
tures  on  the  campus.  A  grand  marble 
stairway  anchors  the  hall,  and  ele¬ 
gant,  arched  windows  are  perfect 
Neo-Classical  complements.  The 
limestone  inscription  “Faith  and 
Hope,  Love  and  Charity”  speaks  to 
those,  hopeful  of  its  renovation. 

West  of  Simpson  Hall  are  Wehrling 
Wetlands  mid  Maryann  s  Prairie,  two 
natural  areas  designed  and  construct¬ 
ed  from  a  neglected  area  on  the  cam¬ 
pus.  The  natural  habitats  are

.scientific  learning  areas  complete 
with  a  pond,  waterfall,  fountain, 
bridge  —  and  even  a  Monet  garden 
modeled  after  the  great  artist’s  gar¬ 
den  in  Givemy,  France,  and  a  prairie 
full  of  native  grasses  and  wildfiowers 
of  Indiana. 

Two  other  original  buildings  to  the 
school  is  the  Ola  M.  Brown  Cafeteria, 
named  after  a  devoted  educator  at 
the  school,  and  Beecher  Hail.  Arched 
multi-paned  windows  and  keystones 
mark  the  fine  architectural  details  of 
the  once  dining  hall  and  school  hos¬ 
pital.  Today,  this  building  has  been 
declared  structurally  unsound,  and  it 
stands  as  another  promising  candi¬ 
date  for  restoration  like  Alumni  Hall. 

While  some  buildings  on  the  cam¬ 
pus  stand  its  stoic,  ghostly  reminders 
of  a  time  past,  the  school  is  still  very 
much  alive.  Its  growing  enrollment 
and  active  student  life  stand  as  a  tes¬ 
tament  to  the  strength  and  vitality  of 
the  school.  With  its  old  shade  trees, 
winding  drives  and  impressive,  brick 
buildings,  the  Indiana  School  for  the 
Deaf  is  a  proud  example  of  a  grand 
past  preserved  —  with  perhaps  an 
even  grander  future  ahead.  ❖
